Mr, Shewmnu welghed the chances, reasl-
lzed the dunger of the operstion in his
weakoned condition, but went to the
operating table with a smile. Rev, Bow-
on, of Portlnpd, sdministered the ssora-
ment, and to him and his wile he said he
waounld take the chanoes without fear and
submit to the verdiet, The verdiot was
death.

hils recent illness, His wife, Mrs, Vernah
Shewman, mothor, Mrs, Josephine
Shewman, son, Alon, and sisier, Mrs,
Tyra Warren, are living at Hisley.

Will Shewman will be greatly missed
in Oregon City, Big hearted, genorous to
& fault, always good oatured and aunny;

love of children. He was the friend of
